4 deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  have  occurred  during 
the  year,  which  gives  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  v59  per 
1,000  births.  This  is  a decrease  in  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate 
compared  with  that  of  1924  of  67  per  1,000  births. 

The  ages  at  which  death  occurred  were  : — 1 day,  8 days, 
2 months  and  6 months,  2 deaths  being  attributable  to  Pre- 
maturity and  2 to  Congenital  Defects. 

No  deaths  have  occurred  from  any  of  the  seven  principal 
Zymotic  Diseases,  the  Zymotic  death  Rate  therefore  being  Nil. 

6 deaths  have  occurred  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  Respirator}' 
System.,  giving  a Phthisis  Death  Rate  of  1.26  per  1,000  of 
population.  The  death  rate  from  other  tubercular  diseases 
is  0.18,  one  death  only  having  occurred.

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2.— GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  AREA. 

For  Smallpox,  by  arrangement  with  the  Nelson  Corporation. 

For  other  Infectious  Diseases,  only  Scarlet  Fever  cases 
are  provided  for,  this  being  by  arrangement  with  the  Nelson 
Corporation.  No  retaining  fee  is  paid  in  connection  with  either 
of  the  above. 

Union  Infirmar}^ : Primrose  Bank,  Briercliffe  Road, 

Burnley. 

There  is  no  hospital  accommodation  in  your  area  for 
(a)  Tuberculosis,  (b)  Maternity  cases,  (c)  children,  nor  have 
any  of  the  following  been  provided  : institutional  provision 
for  unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate  infants,  homeless  children, 
day  nursery,  school  clinic. 

A Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  has  been  established 
by  the  County  Council  and  is  open  on  Thursday  afternoons 
from  2-0  p.m. 

Tubercular  patients  can  attend  the  Dispensary  provided 
by  the  County  Council  in  Nelson,  and  the  Venereal  Diseases 
Treatment  Centre  for  the  area  is  at  the  Victoria  Hospital, 
Burnley. 

No  ambulance  is  provided  by  your  Autliority,  but  the 
area  is  served  both  as  regards  Infectious  and  Non-infectious 
or  accident  cases  by  the  Nelson  Corporation. 

No  arrangements  are  made  in  the  district  for  Professional 
Nursing  in  the  home  for  (a)  General  Nursing,  (b)  Infectious 
Diseases,  e.g.,  Measles,  &c. 

There  is  District  Nursing  Association  at  Nelson,  and 
arrangements  are  made  whereby  the  services  of  the  nurses 
are  available  when  necessary  in  Barrowford.  The  Association 
does  not  undertake  midvvdfery  cases  or  monthly  nunsing. 

No  local  scheme  has  been  prepared  in  regard  to  the  supply 
of  food  and  milk  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  of 
milk  for  infants. 
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) There  is  no  midwife  employed  by  or  assisted  by  the  Local 
Authority.  At  the  31st  December,  1925,  there  were  no  midwives 
* on  the  County  Council  Register  for  your  area.

3.— SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 
Water  Supply. 

This  is  provided  by  the  Nelson  Corporation.  All  the 
houses  in  the  area  are  provided  with  a direct  supply.  There 
was  no  curtailment  of  supply  during  1925. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  provisions  of  the  Rivers  Pollution  Acts  are  adminis- 
tered by  the  Ribble  Joint  Committee. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  sewage  is  treated  at  your  own  sewage  disposal  works, 
being  subject  to  Biological  treatment.  From  all  districts  there 
is  a natural  fall  to  the  works  and  no  area  is  without  a proper 
drainage  system. 

Drain  testing,  flushing,  &c.,  are  carried  out  by  your  own 
sanitary  staff  when  necessary. 

Closet  Accommodation  and  Scavenging. 

Practically  the  whole  of  the  closets  in  the  area  are  water 
closets  of  either  the  fresh  or  waste  water  type.  Such  privy 
middens  or  pail  closets  as  exist  are  in  connection  with  farm 
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premises.  There  has  only  been  one  conversion  of  a waste  water 
to  a fresli  water  closet  during  the  year. 

Scavenging  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour  employed  by 
the  Local  Authority  and  under  the  supervision  of  your 
Surveyor.  Ashpit  refuse  is  conveyed  by  horse  vehicles  to  a tip 
situate  well  away  from  habitations.  The  privy  middens  are 
emptied  by  day,  excreta,  &c.,  being  tipped  on  the  land  in 
connection  with  the  farms  at  which  the  middens  exist. 

Sanitary  Inspection. 

In  all  333  premises  have  been  visited  by  your  Sanitary 
Inspector  during  the  year.  84  defects  or  nuisances  were  dis- 
covered, and  68  notices  (54  preliminary  and  14  Statutory) 
were  served  in  connection  therewith.  No  legal  proceedings 
were  necessary. 

Smoke  Nuisance. 

No  special  action  has  been  taken  with  regard  to  smoke 
abatement.  3 observations  have  been  taken,  of  which  one 
showed  that  the  time  limit  of  10  minutes  per  hour  was 
exceeded.  No  legal  proceedings  have  been  instituted. 

Offensive  Trades. 

There  is  only  one  offensive  trade  registered  in  your  area. 
The  business  carried  on  is  tripe  boiling.  No  action  has  been 
found  necessary  in  regard  thereto  during  the  year. 

Workshops  and  Workplaces. 

■ The  condition  of  the  various  workshops  in  the  district 
can  be  regarded  as  satisfactory. 

Common  Lodging  Houses  and  Houses  Let  in  Lodgings. 
There  are  none  in  your  area. 

4.— HOUSING. 

General  Housing  Conditions. 

In  the  aggregate  the  housing  conditions  in  the  area  are 
mainly  good.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  a fair 
amount  of  old  property  exists  and  also  there  are  a number  of 
liouses  of  the  back  to  back  type  in  the  area. 

I am  informed  that  as  a result  of  advertising  re  the  need  of 
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housing  accommodation,  the  response  thereto  did  not  show 
any  evidence  of  house  shortage,  and  consequently  no  action 
has  been  taken. 

There  is  no  information  which  shows  any  important 
changes  in  population  during  the  period  under  review  ,or 
anticipated  in  the  future. 

Overcrowding. 

No  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  reported  or  dealt  with 
during  the  year. 

Fitness  of  Houses. 

The  general  character  of  defects  found  to  exist  in  unfit 
houses  consist  of  defects  which  can  be  attributed  to  the  with- 
holding of  minor  repairs.  Where  defects  are  found,  preliminar3^ 
notices  are  first  sent  to  the  persons  responsible,  and  if  this 
fails  to  have  the  defect  remedied  Legal  Notices  are  then  served. 
These  latter  notices  are  sent  under  the  Public  Health  or  Housing 
Acts,  according  to  which  is  the  most  applicable.  There  has  not 
been  reported  to  me  any  instance  in  which  difficulty  has  been 
experienced  in  having  such  defects  remedied  as  have  been  dealt 
with  during  the  year. 

No  special  methods  have  been  taken  or  suggested  as 
regards 

(a)  Action  to  secure  improved  management  of  property 
by  owners, 

(b)  Better  care  of  property  by  tenants, 

(c)  The  carrying  out  of  repairs  according  to  agreed 
arrangements, 

(d)  Any  special  method  of  dealing  with  unfit  back-to-back 
houses  or  other  types  of  insanitary  property. 

Conditions  so  far  as  they  affect  Housing  as  regards  : — 

(a)  Water  Supply.  Satisfactory. 

(b)  Closet  accommodation.  Thougli  the  majority"  of  the 
closets  in  connection  with  the  houses  are  water  closets,  approxi- 
mately 79%  of  these  are  of  the  waste  water  t^^pe.  This  condition 

■ is  not,  therefore,  entirely  satisfactory. 
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(c)  Refuse  Disposal.  So  far  as  it  concerns  removal  from 
the  houses,  this  work,  being  undertaken  by  the  Saintary 
Authority,  can  be  regared  as  satisfactory. 

There  have  been  no  special  measures  taken  during  1925 
as  regards  any  of  the  above  (a),  (b)  or  (c).

No  complaints  have  been  received,  or  representations  made, 
as  regards  Unhealthy  Areas.

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5.— INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 
Milk  Supply. 

The  quality  of  the  milk  produced  within,  or  brought  into, 
tlie  district  is  on  the  whole  satisfactory.  A number  of  the 
milk  retailers  in  your  district  also  retail  milk  in  Nelson,  where 
periodic  qualitative  analysis  is  undertaken,  and  no  reports 
have  been  received  that  the  milk  supplied  has  not  been 
genuine. 

The  surrounding  district  being  devoted  to  dairy  farming, 
arrangements  for  the  supply  and  distribution  of  the  milk  is 
adequate. 

There  has  been  no  breach  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
(Consolidation)  Act,  1915,  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Amendment) 
Act,  1922,  or  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Orders 
brought  to  my  notice. 

No  action  has  been  taken  or  licenses  issued  under  the  Milk 
(Special  Designation)  Order,  1923. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops. 

These  are  subject  to  periodic  inspection  by  your  Sanitary 
Inspector.  The  condition  of  the  Cowsheds  in  the  aggregate  can 
only  be  classed  as  fair.  Regulations  were  made  under  the 
Order  of  the  Local  Government  Board  and  came  into  operation 
on  the  1st.  July,  1921,  but  these  are  only  partially  enforced. 

No  arrangements  have  been  made  by  your  Council  for  the 
veterinary  inspection  of  dairy  cows,  and  no  samples  of  milk 
have  been  obtained  for  bacteriological  examination.  The 
administration  of  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1925,  is  undertaken 
by  the  County  Police  Authorities. 

Meat. 

Inspection  of  the  meat  is  carried  out  at  the  Slaughter- 
houses at  the  time  of  slaughtering.  By  arrangement  between 
your  Authority  and  the  Nelson  Town  Council  for  assistance 
in  sanitary  inspection,  it  has  been  agreed  that  this  work  should 
be  undertaken  by  the  Meat  Inspectors  from  Nelson.  Both 
periodic  and  special  visits  are  paid  by  them  to  the  slaughter- 
houses in  your  area.  No  application  has  been  received  for  the 
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marking  of  meat.  There  are  no  steills  from  which  meat  is  sold, 
and  the  shops  in  the  area  are  constructed  so  as  to  comply  with 
the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924.

Other  Foods. 

Bakehouses  and  other  premises  where  food  is  prepared  are 
subject  to  periodic  inspection. 

There  has  been  no  food  condemned,  nor  has  miy  been 
surrendered  during  1925  as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

The  various  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  are  administered  by 
the  County  Police  Authorities. 

Mr.  Superintendent  deal  kindly  informs  me  that  during 
1925,  7 samples  of  milk  were  purchased  in  your  area  and  sent 
for  analysis.  In  each  case  the  sample  was  genuine. 

14  informal  samples  analysed  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Nelson,  and  purchased  from  retailers  who  also 
deliver  milk  in  your  area,  were  found  to  be  genuine. 

6.— INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

I must  congratulate  your  Authority  on  the  exceedingly 
low  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  disease  that  have  been 
received  during  the  year.  8 notifications  were  received,  these 
comprising  1 case  of  Erysipelas,  4 cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis, and  3 cases  of  Pneumonia.  13  deaths  have  occurred 
from  notifiable  diseases,  there  having  been  5 deaths  from 
Pneumonia,  1 from  Encephalitis  Lethargica,  6 from  Tuberculosis 
and  1 from  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

During  the  year  4 houses  have  been  disinfected,  this  being 
done  by  means  of  Formaldehyde  gas.

The  ratio  of  non-notified  tubercuosis  deatlis  to  total 
tuberculosis  deaths  is  1 to  6.  It  is  found  that  the  notification 
of  tuberculosis  is  efficient  so  far  as  local  cases  occur,  the  cases 
in  which  notification  has  not  been  made  being  invariably 
where  the  patient  has  died  in  an  institution. 

No  evidence  is  available  that  there  is  any  excessive  incid- 
ence of,  or  mortality  from  tuberculosis  in  any  particular  occupa- 
tion in  the  district.

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
of  the  work  of  the  Surveyor’s  Department. 

Plans. 

During  the  year  the  following  Plans  were  approved  : —

Plans  relating  to  26  Buildings,  &c.,  were  approved. 

Fourteen  houses  were  certified  for  habitation,  and  at  the 
close  of  the  year  8 houses  were  in  course  of  construction. 

Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

Treatment  is  Biological. 

Dry  weather  flow  approximately  250,000  gallons  per  day. 

The  sewage  treatment  system  includes  screen  and  rakes, 
6 small  settling  tanks,  6 large  settling  tanks,  1 dosing  tank, 
3 percolating  filter  beds  (each  100  feet  diameter),  2 humus 
tanks,  and  2 storm  overflow  tanks.  Anything  over  six  times  the 
dry  weather  flow  is  passed  over  lagoons  before  entering  the  river. 

About  8 grains  of  Aluminoferric  per  gallon  has  been  applied 
to  the  raw  sewage  to  increase  the  precipitation  of  solids. 

The  sludge  dealt  with  is  partly  by  means  of  sludge  pressing 
machinery  and  partly  by  drying  on  four  lagoons.  The  dried 
sludge  is  handed  over  to  farmers.

During  the  year  the  County  Council  were  requested  to 
“ Main  ” all  the  Secondary  Roads  in  your  District  and  the 
necessary  forms  of  application  furnishing  the  details  required 
were  submitted  to  the  County  Council.  I understand  the  matter 
is  receiving  the  careful  consideration  of  the  County  Authority. 

An  application  has  also  been  forwarded  to  the  Ministry 
of  Transport  requesting  .that  Barnoldswick  Road  should  be 
classified  for  grant-earning  purposes. 

However,  the  IMinistr}^  have  declined  to  meet  with  this 
request  at  present. 
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Park. 

The  Unemployment  Grants  Committee  allowed  a generous 
grant  towards  the  cost  of  carrying  out  certain  improvements 
on  the  Park  and  this  work  was  completed  by  June  30th  last. 

The  lake  has  been  cleansed,  a retaining  wall  constructed 
around  its  banks,  and  an  island  (planted  with  shrubs,  &c.),  has 
been  erected  in  the  centre.  The  old  goit  was  filled  with  sludge 
from  the  lake  and  a new  pipe  inlet  was  provided. 

The  foundation  of  a Bowling  Green  has  been  formed  with 
the  deposit  from  the  lake  which  was  used  for  levelling  purposes 
during  cleansing  operations.
